GREAT TOWER AT BUFFALO. 

Structure That Will Grace the Pan- 
American Exposition. 

Unless present plans miscarry vis- 

Iton to the Pan-American expoaitiofi 

IS Buffalo in 1901 will sop h tower 
greater and more ornamental than 
the great Eiffel tower in Paris. The 
plan submitted provides for n beauti- 
ful structure, 1,152 feet in height. 
The complete dimensions of the tow- 
er are 400 square feet at the base and 
1.152 feet in height. The elevators 
will have a earn ing capacity of 10,- 

000 an how, for there will be 33 high 
speed electrical "lifts," 16 running 
only from the ground to the first land- 
ing, which will be 225 feet above the 
ground, or ns high as Bunker Hill 
monument. 

From that elevation eight more ele- 
vators mil] start, and will rise to the 

second landing, which will be 450 
feet above the ground, or ao high as 
the most lofty of the Egyptian pyra- 
mids. There four other elevators will 
start and reach to the third landing, 
rhich will be ()75 feet from the 
ground, and four more elevators will 
itrry the daring sightseers from that 
point to an elevation of 1,000 feet. 

e that point there will be three 
more landings, mid one elevator only 
Will make the trips from the fourth to 
the fifth, sixth and seventh landings. 
It la figured that the journey from 
the ground to the top of the structure 
can be made in six minutes, including 
the four changes from one to another 
;vator. 

From the four corner supports of 
the tower, at the biiso. each of which is 
r>0 feet square, will rise arches 200 feet 
icross and the same number of feet 
in height. These arches will support 

1 great landing, containing 87,000 
feet of Boor space, and which will 

eaaily aooonunodata 20,000 persons. 

At lh| second landing there is an- 
other landing with 25,1.00 feet of 
Bool space, OS the third landing the 
space is to be 12,100 feel and on the 
fourth landing the floor space will be 
2,025 feet— the various landings, ex- 
elusive of the lirst great one, being 
large enough to accommodate 20,000 
more persons, and the last landing 
U be an even 1,000 feet above the 
mud.
